- The Slime Tour was the major part of Toronto's day of No Business As Usual on 
April 29. The tour made its way through the streets of downtown Toronto with. abo. 
60 peepee, mostly punks and anarchists. It started with a “jaunt through the aise 
of Eaton's with chants of "Boycott" & "Shoplift Eaton's" (at this time Eaton's 
workers were still on strike). Exiting on Yonge St., the tour stopped at Burger 
King and McDonalds to protest the exploitation of animals for meat. Both places 
were trashed with garbage and other debris thrown about. One man was charged wish 
mischief to private property (more on this later). Continuing along, the group 
made stops at various porn and sex shops, dieing-in in front of them. By this 
time the cops had caught on and began following. When the tour reached the RCo 
building to protest against political harasment, there were 6 cop cars involved. 
They then began to encircle the tourists, apparently with a McDonalds employee, 
looking for those responsible for the trash-in. Even: though all were involved, 
only 3 people were picked out. Two young girls were picked up and had their Bees 
ents called before being released, and John Kozachenko was arrested for the mis

vith "throwing confetti" as alleged. But having a known face to police and an 
outspoken manner when dealing with them, he was a likely target. He was also ac- 
sused of stickering "Meat is Murder", making noise (who wasn't?), and driving out 
aalf the costumers, besides being labelled the leader! After the police inter- 
uption, about 20 people left for fear of arrest, while the rest continued on to 
the American Consulate where; red dye was spilt during another die-in. The war 
memorial was the final stop on the’tour. The police harrasment didn't end there 
though. A group of 3 walking home were surrounded by 3 cops, and 1 woman was ar- 
rested for wearing a spiked bracelet. It was part of her Death costume which she 
wore in the Theatre Kathartic's recent presentation of The Danse Macabre, and 
which she wore on the Slime Tour (see picture). Another punk with purple hair was 
also arrested some hours afterward on his way home and questioned for 5 hours. He 
was threatened with deportation back to England but after repeated demands to see 
his lawyer me was released without char ed. Other Toronto NBAU actions included 
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Protesters screaming during die-in 
lock-glueing of Eaton's doors and fur stores, spraypainting and sign-smashing of 
fur stores (ALF), and a noon-hour lunch in the middle of the Bayview/Eglington 
intersection. 3 people were involved in this yoghurt & celery meal, and 1 was ar- 
rested and threatened with a psychiatric examination. He was released without be- 
ing charged. He figures he was picked out because of his dinner jacket and tie. 

On the west side of Canada in Vancouver, 7 people were arrested during a similar 
tour through some corporate slime offices. They were talking about the connections 


between those corporations and political repression when the arrests ih

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According to B.C. Blackout, the cops became angry when the protesters helped eac 

other out instead of going limp during arrests. The police chief went on radio 

the next day and threatened to investigate the organizers as well as boast that 
the cops could get rid of all those dissidents if only the politicians would giv 
them the power....

Brian shouted to then-Soliciter Genera’ 
Kaplan "Why can the police take pictur:

He was 
then arrested for creating a disturbanc 
by shouting and received as part of hi:

ations for 6 months. Thus we come to 


this latest court decision that the bar 


was indeed ‘unconstitutional’.
